An ordiance regulating peddling, 
vending, and exhibiting goods, 
wares, merchandise, 01 produce 
or other articles upon streets 
and alleys of the city of Decatur

Be it ordained by the Lity Council 
of the city of Decatur, Texas. 
Section I. 
It shall hereafter be 
unlawful for any person to use the 
streets or alleys embraced \\ ltlmi 
the lire limits of the city of Deca­ 
tur, for the purpose of vending or 
displaying goods, wares, merchan­ 
dise or produce or other articles, 
for the purpose of peddling 
wares, merchandise, pro- 
other articles, provided 1 
however, that this section 
not apply to any person who 
self offers for sale any products!

owned or rented by him, 01 under ,
